Kimmitt’s Tender 
- Accepted. 


There were three tenders opened for 
well-drilling at the meeting of the 
Town Council on Thureday evening. 

J. G. Kilborn stated that he would 
drill, a well 1000 ft. deep, and finish 
with 2in, pipe at $3.75 per foot, or 
finish with 6in, pipe at $6.50 per foot. 
All casing to be furnished by driller. 

W.H. Bickel wrote as follows :— 
We will contract to drill a well one 
thousand feet deep, for water, and 
furnish everything, leaving the well 
six or eight inch in diameter, as de- 
sived, for the sum of $7.00 (seven dol- 
lars) per foot. If well is stopped be- 
fore it is seven hundred feet deep, we 
are to be paid for seven hundred feet 
of hole, at the rate mentioned above. 
The town to pay for all casing that 
has to be teft in well, We will agree 
to fix well in any shape you want it 
free of charge, providing it is done in 
reasonable time after well is com- 
pleted. Contract to be paid on com- 
pletion of well. 

- J. T, Kimmitt offered to contraet to 

drill a well 1200 ft. it necéssary, at 
$3,00 per foot with 2in. casing, the 
Council to provide the casing. As 
Kimmitt’s drilling rig is in North 
Dakota he made it a part of his con- 
tract that the town should pay the 
duty and freight charges to Bow 
Island, the amount to be afterwards 
taken from the sum due for drilling 

After some discussion Kimmitt’s 
tender was accepted, conditional to 
his entering into a bond of $1000 to 
complete the well.

With wood pulp and zine sulphate 
there has been an attempt in Berlin 
to make artificial bricks for paving. 
After subjecting them to a pressure of 
2,000 tons per cuble centimeter they 
are baked for forty-elght hours. In 
similar fashion are made roofing tiles 
and water pipes. ‘Telegraph poles 
made of rolled sheets of paper are 
hollow, lighter than wood and resist 
weather well, 

In Japan they make of paper cloth: 
ing, window frames, lanterns, umbrel- 
las, handkerchiefs, artificial Jeather, 
ete. In the United States and even 
in Germany aro made paper coffins. 
In Germany they make paper barrels, 
vases and milk bottles, 

Straw bats may now be bought into 
which eniers not an atom of straw. 
They are made of narrow paper strips 
dyed yellow. Artificial sponges are 
made of cellulose or paper pulp. One 
man has taken out a patent for paper 
thread to be used tn sewing shoes, and 
a brand of artificial silk is made on 
a basis of paper pulp. 

The use of paper in industry may be 
indefinitely extended. It is employed 
to make imitation porcelain, for bul- 
lets, shoes, billlard table cloth, sails 
for boats, boards for building, imper- 
meable bags for cement and powdered 
substances, boats and vessels for wa- 
ter. There bas even been made a pa- 
per stove which is sald to have stood 
the flre well. Cellulose may be used 
to prepare a waterproof coating that 
may be applled like paint. 
houses have been bullt of paper. In 
Norway there Is a church holding 1,000 
persons built entirely of ft, even to 
the belfry.—London Tit Bits.

“Despite the rigid discipline and the 
vigilance of the authorities the com- 
inunal Nfe is far from harmonious, 
and the more vicious often rebel.

They managed to 
escape from the guards and, hoisting 
the sail of the small boat, started out 
in a gale. After seven days of heavy 
| weather they were dashed upon the 
rocks of the Tenasserim Coast, and the 
boat was wrecked. All escaped with 
| their lives and eventually reached the 
| Siamese border, where they were ap- 
prehended by the local authorities and 
‘ returned to the prisen.”

WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 
NY person who is the sole head of 
a family, or any male over 18 years 
jd, may homesterd a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. The 
applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brether or sister of in- 
tending homesteader, i 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteader may live 
on @ farm of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by_ his 
father, mother, son, daughter, brhth- 
ev or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre, 

Duties.—Must reside upon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in 
each of six years from date of home- 
stead entry (including thne required 
earp each homestead patent) and cul 
tivate fiftv acres extra, 

A homesteader Who las exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ab- 


jtain a pre-emption may enter for a 


purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts, Duties. — Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vate fifty acres and erect a house 
Worth $300,00,

But when asked for another ex- 
Planation of the vanishment she could 
give none. 

“There was no end of persons who 
had heard splashes. A number remem- 
bered a wave of unusual dimensions 
Striking the ship about the time the 
girl went below.

Book Covers Made by Donor of Pres- 
ent, 

The value of a book chosen for its 
useful or practical contents may be 
much enhanced by means of a pretty 
cover made by the giver. 

Beautiful as well as hard wearing 
covers are made from Holland or linen 
closely embroidered in dark, heavy 
silks in an appropriate conventional 
pattern, while for volumes of poems 
or romance the cover can be of hand- 
some brocade enriched with gold 
thread. 

Useful covers for everyday books are 
made more plainly from colored art 
canvas, with the title worked or paint- 
ed across the front, 

Imitation leather 1s another prac- 
tical material for the purpose, espe- 
cially where paper covered books are 
concerned. It can be obtained from 
any stationer or bookbinder. 


If you intend to make a rather costly | 


attachable book cover as a birthday or 
wedding gift your best course is to 
measure exactly the outer sides of the 
book so as to buy only the exact 
quantity of material needed. 

The back should be formed from a 
strip of some soft leather, such as 
French kid or morocco, which, al- 


though substantial, may be sewed to | 


the side covers. These are fitted over 
the book by means of two inch deep 
flaps of kid or strong ribbon. 

It is also a good plan to attach rib- 
bon ties and a dainty embroidered 
bookmark to match. The cover, as an 
additional finish, might be bordered all 
round with a half inch wide silk 
fringe. This proves very effective.
